■Limitations on MP3 

•Only artist name and track name ID3 tags (version 1.0 and 1.1) are displayed 
•This unit is compatible with multi-session but if there are a lot of sessions it takes more time 

for play to start. Keep the number of sessions to a minimum to avoid this.
